These might include recommen- 
dations for the alteration of trea- 
ties, if the terms of the treaties 
were regarded as threatening to 
bring about another war. 

But it was emphasized that the 
council, to be made up of couse 
sentatives of the Big Five Allies 
and six smaller nations, would 
have no power to order or other- 
wise force countries which have 
signed a treaty to change its 
terms. 

Presumably, the council could 
debate the matter and make rec- 
ommendations if it chose, thus 
bringing the weight of public opin- 
ion to bear on the nations in ques- 
tion.

7,000 More Freed

United States 33d Division Infantrymen, beating down 
Japanese resistance, have reached the outskirts of Baguio, 
Philippine capital in mountainous northern Luzon, and res- 
cued 7,000 civilians who fled Nipponese internment. 


In the fighting in the Ryukyus,‘

7,000 ESCAPE 

Gen. MacArthur said the 334d 
Division reached the limits of 
Baguio, Japanese stronghold and 
gQal of the Americans since the 
fall of Manila, Monday. Approach 
of the Americans facilitated 
the escape of 7,000 civilians from 
Baguio. 

Most of the rescued were Fili- 
pinos, but there also were na- 
tionals of the United States, the 
British Empire and other Allied 
Nations, as well as some neutrals 
and even Germans, who were glad 
to escape their Axis “friends.”

The Ninth Army’s bridgehead 
across the Elbe at Barby, south- 
east of Magdeburg, remained in- 
tact. German forces who had 
been by-passed by the Ninth Army 
north of Magdeburg made an at- 
tempt to break through and es- 
cape up the Elbe to the north, 
but were turned back after over- 
running an American antiaircraft 
position. 

On the north tanks of the Brit- 
ish Second Army broke loose for 
a 13-mile gain south of Hamburg 
through weakening Nazi resist- 
ance. It appeared a general sweep 
‘to the Elbe by Field Marshal 
Montgomery’s forces was not far 
away.

Pillau. It also announced capture 
of the important Austrian oil pro- 
ducing center of Zistersdorf, 25 
miles northeast of Vienna.

Fiith Closes 
Assault Arc 
On Bologna 


ROME, April 17.—(UP)—Fifth 
Army troops closed an assault arc 
on Bologna today as Allied long- 
range artillery hurled shells into 
German positions in the outskirts 
of the city. 

On the second day of the grand 
scale offensive to drive the Ger- 
mans from Italy, grim battles 
raged on the southern and south 
western approaches to the key 
| communications center. A number 
iof peaks and mountain hamlets 
| were captured but Lt. Gen. Lucien 
‘K. Truscott’s forces made slow 
progress in the northward drive. 

In high ground west of Route 64 
the 10th Mountain Division | cap- 
tured Mount Mosca and South 
African forces swept up Mount 
Abelle, 14 miles southwest of Bo- 
logna, after heavy fighting. At 
Mosca, 12 miles southwest of Bo- 
logna, Doughboys repulsed 10 
counterattacks. 

Advancing over thickly sown 
minefields, the U. S. 34th Division 
reached the village of Gorgnano, 
eight miles to.the south. 

Other Allied troops were poised 
for a squeeze on Bologna from 
Castel Guelfo, 1542 miles to the 
east, and from positions in the 
outskirts of Castel San Pietro, 12 
miles southeast. Polish troops 
fighting with the Eighth Army 
captured Castel. Guelfo yesterday. 

In the marshy’area southwest 
‘of Lake Comacchio, Eighth Army 
‘forces closed in on the communi- 
ications center of Argenta, capture 
|of-which would lay open the road 
‘to Ferrara. Indian units forced 
another crossing over the Sillaro 
river at a point two miles north 
of the Massa Lombarda-Medicina 
railway and pushed on to the lat- 
eral road beyond.

Thomas Blames | 
Ireland for 


Thousands of American fight- 
ing men would be alive today if 
it had not been for the govern- 
ment of Eire, headed by Eamon 
de Valera, who agreed with_ Hit- 
ler to keep their lights burning 
and hold the southern Irish coast 
free of Allied shipping bases, ac- 
cording to Bruce Thomas. 

Thomas, foreign correspondent 
and lecturer, told “the truth about 
the Irish situation” yesterday 
prior to his lecture before the At- 
lanta Kiwanis Club. He predicted 
that Russia will declare war on 
Japan within the next 60 days, 
followed by the real beginning of 
the Pacific war which will last 
from two to five years, 

“The Japs will commit suicide 
by the thousands before they will 
surrender. We should not expect 
them to surrender, for their war is 
directly governed by their re- 
ligion, Shinto. They have been 
committing hari-kari for failures 
in their lives for hundreds of 
years, and we cannot think they 
will stop now,” Thomas explained. 

Going back to the Irish ques- 
tion, the former San Francisco 
Chronicle reporter said that Hit- 
ler told Valera if he would not 
blackout his country and would 
deny American and British offi- 
cials ‘authority to set up sea bases 
there, he (Hitler) would give Va- 
lera anything he wanted when 
England was invaded and con- 
quered, 

“And so the only lights burning 
at night between. Moscow and 
New York were in Eire,” said 
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Thomas. “Therefore, the Nazis 
could plot their triangulation bomb- 
ing patterns for England's cities, 
using those lights as one point.”

Georgia wood and 
wood products, with a reduced 
duty agreement, amounted to $3,- 
264,000 in 1938, as compared with 
only $2,260,000 in 1935. 
| Even more spectacular were the 
results of an agreement with 
Cuba, and a second from Canada. 
Georgia tobacco products to Cuba 
in 1935 were valued at only $1,- 
000. They jumped to $128,000 in 
| 1938. 

Before the agreement, Canada 
bought $50,000 worth of Georgia 
pork and pork products, which 
skyrocketed to $599, 000 in 1938. —

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Nation Needs Byrnes in Washington 


Despite former War Mobilization Direc- 
tor James F. Byrnes’ declaration, “I have 
no plans to come back into government 
service,” the rumor persists that he will 
shortly be named to a post where his expe- 
rience and ability can be utilized. 


Mr. Byrnes has served his nation well. 
He is, by virtue of his long and faithful 
service, entitled to retire to civilian life if 
he is indeed determined to do so. 


But the people of the entire country 
earnestly hope that he will decide to re- 
turn to Washington and aid the new Presi- 
dent in meeting the manifold problems 
which confront him. 


Jimmy Byrnes, with all due respect to 
President Truman, is probably more famil- 
iar with the operations of our wartime 
government than any other living person. 
He has served in all three branches of 
government—in the congress, on the su- 
preme court, and as assistant president. 
Moreover, he was present—and took com- 
prehensive notes—at Yalta, where so many 
decisions affecting the plans for peace 
were made. 


He would prove, in short, the most com- 
petent adviser—whether in official or un- 
official capacity—whom the new President 
could have. 


Moreover, the people are fully aware 


of this vast experience and knowledge. 


They have implicit confidence in Byrnes’ 
ability. His presence in Washington would 
make for public reassurance at a time 
when the people’s confidence in their na- 
tional leadership is absolutely essential. 


It has been suggested, in this connec- 
tion, that Mr. Byrnes is in line to succeed 
Secretary of State Stettinius after the San 
Francisco Conference. Certainly he is ade- 
quately suited for the post—but why after 
the San Francisco Conference? Would not 
it make for more confidence, on the part 
of both our people and delegates from 
other nations, if Stettinius’ position was 
clarified before the conference actually 
gets under way? If Byrnes is to be made 


' secretary of state—and there is no good 


reason why he shouldn’t be if he will ac- 
cept the post—then let it be done imme- 
diately so that other nations will have as- 
surance that the man with whom they do 
business at San Francisco will continue to 
represent this nation throughout the 
course of the peace parleys. 


But whether he be named secretary of 
state or merely asked to return to the 
White House to serve as confidant and 
adviser, the people earnestly hope that 
Jimmy Byrnes’ unparalleled knowledge 
and experience will be utilized. 


Georgia State Patrol's Brake-Inspection Drive 


The Georgia State Patrol has opened a 
six-week campaign to check brakes on 
automobiles. 


Law-enforcement officers in counties 
and municipalities throughout the state 
have been urged to co-operate in the drive 
to find faulty brakes before they result in 
fatalities. 


It is a splendid program, one in which 


every automobile owner in the state should 
join with eager enthusiasm. Periodic in- 
spections—not only of brakes, but of all 
vital parts of the car—would eliminate 
many highway casualties. We should like 
to see the state enter into a permanent 
program of vehicle inspection and certifi- 
cation as soon as peace brings the release 
of sufficient manpower to carry on the 
work. 


Strategic Phase of European Air War Ends 


Announcement by Gen. Carl A. Spaatz 
that the strategic air war against Germany 
has officially ended is an important mile- 
stone in both the European and Pacific 
conflicts. 


It means that German war production 
facilities have now been reduced to a 
stage where further bombing is unneces- 
sary, that future air operations are to be 
confined to the tactical side, the use of 
planes to support ground operations aimed 
at actual military objectives. 


There is no estimating how tremen- 
dously the war has been shortened through 


the strategic use of airpower, through the 
laying waste of production facilities, the 
destruction of the Nazi oil industry, and 
the constant disruption of rail and com- 
munications facilities. 


Now, however, that phase of the war is 
over. In the future our European air 
forces will be utilized in the actual bomb- 
ing of military forces. And shortly, it is 
not unreasonable to conclude, a large por- 
tion of the heavy. bombers stationed in the 
European theater will be transferred to 
the Pacific, there to aid in the blasting of 
the Jap home islands.

The Shah Failed 
For Sheer Stupidity 


TEHRAN, Iran.—(By Mail)—I am a sucker 

for museums, and so on this Sunday morning in 

, Baku, Russia, I went out with Iverith McDon- 

ald, a Scot who is a diplomatic-reporter for the London Times, in 
search of a museum. 

We set our course for a tall tower just inside the wall of the 
old city. Its story we already had heard. Some 800 years ago 
the sea used to lap against its grim base. The huge tower was the 
shah’s harem and when displeased with one of the inmates he was 
put to very little trouble, merely ordering that the Fatima be dropped 
over the edge into the sea. Some of the old customs had a great 
simplicity. 

Once inside the old walls we needed a guide. Two small girls, 
with shawls, stood looking at us with not a little curiosity. They 
had not seen many foreigners. Their ages must have been about 
five and six. Mr. McDonald conversed gravely with them in Rus- 
sian. “Did they know of the museum?” They did. 

50 we set out. They led us, looking like two very little old 
ladies in their shawls. One needed a guide because the old city 
is hundreds of years old and nowhere have I seen such narrow 
streets. Some are so narrow two persons cannot pass in comfort 
and the widest would permit the passage of a small donkey cart, 
no more. They wind and twist and turn and present such a maze 
that a stranger would become lost many times as he sought the top 
of the hill where the museum is located. 

The two little girls giggled to themselves and looked back now 
and then to reassure themselves that the strangers indeed were 
following them. 

Our two guides, restraining themselves, for were they not truly 
guiding the strangers, went ahead of us steadily. We made a queer 
parade, two grown and middle-aged men plodding faithfully in the 
wake of the two shawled children. Faces appeared at the small 
windows and many persons came to the old doors to stare. 

On the way up it was possible to see old carved doors, three 
or four hundred years old, weather-worn and fading. There was 
old iron grillwork on balconies and some inclosed balconies which 
were rarely beautiful in old glass and carved wood. But mostly there 
was the smell which all old, unwashed areas have .. .-the smell 
of things ancient, and of people and of their lives and of cooking. 

But at last there was a turn, and an opening about a gray, old 
building, and the two small girls said, “Musik,” and waved their 
hands. Payment was a small package of gum drops and a ruble 
to each. We parted with grave handshakes, two small, dirty, sur- 
prised hands being extended in response to our own. 

We went into the compound about the old building which housed 
the museum. There stood two platoons of the Red army. Girls 
and boys, for such they were, stood at ease in ranks and heeded 
while an attractive Russian woman of about 28 began her lecture. 
We had arrived just in time. 


McDonald translated for me in a stage whis- 
per as we stood to one side. She told them 
a straight story. The place they were going to see was the Shah’s 
old palace, of 500 years ago. He lived in the palace with his family 
in oriental luxury. His court was so luxurious that envious rulers 
from neighboring countries used to come and see it. A tunnel con- 
nected the palace on the top of the hill with the harem tower at 
the bottom. The wall was built about the city for its protection. 
The people were very poor and the Shah was very fearful of them 
and of the envious rulers. 

I looked at their faces. They were now recruits. They were, 
I would guess, every one from the country, or the peasant class. 
None had traveled before. They were being given a tour of Baku. 
Each face was intense and they missed not a word. 

Before going in we.went next door to the palace of justice, so 
called. In its carved beauty the executions were done. It was 
neatly arranged. The head fell from the block through a hole into 
a stream below. The blood ran there, too. The Shah and his court, 
seated on rugs about the hall, would hardly see the blood. 

Inside there were seven rooms lined with cases. It was a very 
good museum of the old days, with old arms, suits of armor, Shirts 
of mail, and so on, being on display along with old china, pottery, 
hand-woven cloths and brilliant tapestries. 

We saw it all, following the young recruits about, and seeing 
them look with fascinated eyes at the illustrations of the story we 
had heard. 

They left and we saw them march out the gateway and, obey. 
ing an order, go into single file for marching through the narrow 
streets. The sun was warm in the old compound yard and McDon- 
ald and I sat on the broad old wall of the battlements and tried 
to philosophize. A half century had gone. And a half century is 
not much in the life of nations. All over the world there are ruins 
of nations and great rulers who fumbled the big chance. The Shah 
of 500 years before might have made it. The rulers of old Russia 
might have made it. The Shah had been afraid and had collected 
all luxury and wealth unto himself while his people went hungry 
in the stinking little streets below. He was afraid of them. The 
Shah is gone and has left an old building and an old tower and a 
few ruins. In Moscow you may see the palace of the Tsars._ In 
Greece, in Rome, in Egypt, in almost any old country, large or small, 
you may see the ruins of failure and of stupidity, for most of the 
failure was that. But one thing is sure, all the ruins, all the old 
palaces with their guarded jewels and silver bathtubs and ala- 
baster floors and such; all the old palaces of the Shahs, are great 
propaganda for the Soviet lecturers. They do not have to change 
a word of history or a comma. They do not have to distort them. 
There they are, and a young woman can tell the story factually, 
as it is and only as it is, and you can see that the enormous in- 
congruity of it makes sense to the gray matter inside the skulls of 
the young soldiers who listened so intently on their tour, The 
terrible injustice and cruelty of old ruins is a story strongly, if

For Ernie is a working newspaperman, the very perfect example 
of that long-suffering craft. And working newspapermen have 
long since learned to ignore the biting criticisms from the long- 
haired artists in prose who, occasionally, see their labors published 
on very slick paper. In fact, the sneers between the two types of, 
word mechanics are by no means all from one direction. 

However, it is a former editorial writer for the Baltimore Sun, 
who now describes himself as a free-lance newspaperman,” who 
draws attention to Pyle the stylist in a recent review of Pyle’s 
newest book, “Brave Men.” The review by Gerald W. Johnson 
appears in the spring issue of the Phi Beta Kappa magazine. 

Writes Johnson: “Some day an in-

degree is going to obtain vast entertainment and perhaps renown 
from a study of Ernie Pyle as a stylist. As a propagandist he 
already engages the serious study of the experts. ... 

“As a propagandist Pyle is relatively easily explained. He is 
a man who believes with passionate intensity in the cause he advo- 
cates, which is the cause of the common soldier. Pyle never has 
been able to pump up any great interest in generals and admirals 
and still less in strategy and tactics. But the plain fighting man, 
including officers from, say, major down, he frankly, honestly and 
utterly adores. Naturally, they adore him in return, and a man 
idolized by the Army is inevitably a powerful man in the country. 
It is just as well that he is not a candidate for anything.

Already a host of names has been proposed. From one source 
or another one or more persons have been projected for every avail- 
able cabinet post, on the assumption that Mr. Truman ultimately 
will want to surround himself with men and advisers of his own 
choosing. 

The cabinet-makers did not wait for Mr. Roosevelt to be buried 
before starting their work. They rushed forward immediately. 


That there will be changes in’the old Roosevelt cabinet inherited 
by Mr. Truman, no one can doubt. Every president is conceded the 
right to name his own official family, regardless of the circum- 
stances of his succession. Moreover, some of those who served 
under the late chief executive may wish to retire of their own 
bese feeling that their tenure of service has been logically 
enaed, 


‘The soundest approach to all speculation on 
Affront to FDR the subject, however, should ie heaied on the 
assumption that there will be no immediate changes. Later, per- 
haps, yes; but not now or in the immediate future. The proprieties 
dictate that Mr. Truman wait for a period of six to 18 months or 
more before ordering any revisions on his own initiative. 


To do anything less would be regarded as something of an af- 
front to the memory of the man whom he succeeded. And the new 
President is too well versed in the school of politics to commit an 
offense of that kind. 

The probabilities are, therefore, that President Truman will wait 
until the end of the war, both in Europe and in the Pacific, before 
undertaking any general revision of the cabinet. Some individual 
members may see fit to resign before then, in which case their 
places will be filled as a matter of course. But it is regarded as 
doubtful that he will ask for the resignation of a single cabinet 
officer in the meantime, prompted solely by the desire to create 


a place for someone of his preference. 

: That is precisely the course followed by 
Coolidge Course Calvin Coolidge at the time he fell heir to 
the presidency under similar circumstances. He kept the old Hard- 
ing cabinet intact and did not make any noteworthy changes until 
his election to a full term, other than those which were forced upon 
him through disclosures of fraud and corruption. 

Mr. Truman, in fact, has already publicly asked the Roosevelt 
cabinet to continue. It is reasonable to assume that he has expressed 
the same desire privately to those involved,

Dave, meaning Boston. 

The next morning I awoke in 
darkness, though it was long after 
the sun had risen. Outside in the 
trees there was the murmur of a 
wind. coming from a quarter it 
hadn't blown from before. Cool 
rain swept in gusts under the low 
eaves and through the screen. I! 
dressed, looking out at a gray and 
lowering sky. 

Down in Livingston’s room he 
was dressing hastily. “It’s the 
kona,” he said. “The wind from 
the south. We're in for some 
rain. And we're on liberty today.” 

“It’s not much of a rain,” I said. 
“It’s got no bite to it.” 

“It’s the best the place affords 
in the way of weather. Get your 
gear together, man. Let’s go.” 

We go. our gear together. We 
stuffed a knapsack with a couple 
of sandwiches and a couple of 
chocolate bars and a bottle of 
good old tawny port that you can- 
not get stateside any more, and we 
set out, walking in the rain. 

We walked 17 miles up the west- 
ern shore of the island, sometimes 


on the rocks beside the sea and 
sometimes on a little road just off 
the beach where the black volcanic 
mud was slippery under foot. We 
sat on the great black rocks that 
come down to the sea, the gaunt, 
bare bones of the mountains, and 
let the rain, whipped by the sea 
winds, slash into our faces. We 
took our hats off and let it soak 
into our hair. 


We walked into country we 
would never have seen if the 
rain had not come to lure us out. 
Along the paths through tangled 
shrubs where gray doves flitted by 
the hundreds, where the plover 
were tame as chickens, where old, 
old stone walls showed the out- 
lines of native habitations that go 
back into ancient time. 


We stopped in a great, dry cave 
at the foot-of a cliff facing the sea 
and wrung out our sopping dunga- 
rees and loosened the pack straps 
a little that wefe tightening in 
the wet, and then we set out and 
walked again while the 
moaned around the rocks of the 
headlands and the great white- 
maned combers rolled booming in 
from the sea, so close we could 
taste the salt on our lips. 

We walked until we were tired 
and then we thumbed our way, 
riding anything that came along. 
We rode in ancient T-model Fords 
that Henry Ford would treasure in 
his museum, packed in with mama 
and papa and a passel of sloe- 
eyed babies that might have been 
any of a dozen Oriental races and 
probably were a little of them all. 


We rode in a truck with a native 
fisherman where the only place 
to sit was among the fish that all 
day they had been netting in the 
shallows. We met a GI riding a 
mule and leading another mule 
and we would have ridden the 
spare mule except that he was go- 
ing the other way. 


We walked out of the rain into 


the sunshine and turned off the 


beach road up a valley through 
banana groves, and tangled thick- 
ets of guava. And there, between 
high cliffs, where superstitious 
travelers had placed black stones 
upon green leaves to propitiate the 
gods of the mountains so that they 
would not hurl boulders down 
upon the passerby, we found a 
clear, cold pool and peeled off and 
swam there while our wet clothes 
dried upon the rocks. 


And then we walked and rode 
some more, until] finally it was 
night and Venus hung like a blue- 
green lamp low in the west and a 
white moon climbed through a 
cloudless sky. 

The kona was gone, and with it 
the rains that come with the south 
wind. 

But that was all right. We had 
had our day of winter. It wasn’t 
Boston in a snowfall. Nor Atlanta 
with an ice-storm on the way. But 
it was the best we could expect 
from this flower-strewn land, and 
we were satisfied.

Legislation 
Ineffective 


(Editor’s Note: Westbrook Peg- 
ler, whose column usually appears 
here, is on vacation.) 


In all the volumes that have 
been written about various pro- 
posed laws concerning fair em- 
ployment practices with regard 
to racial and religious discrimina. 
tion, I have encountered not one 
word which struck at the funda- 
mentals of the issue—that you 
rannot abolish ignorance by lay 
nor legislate prejudice and hatred 
out of existence. I have seen no 
mention of the fact that by at- 
tempting such a process, prejudice 
and hatred may only be intensi- 
fied. 

New York state recently passed 
a law aimed at forcing employers 
to engage workers seeking employ- 
ment, regardless of race, color or 
religion. Severe penalties of fine 
and imprisonment are provided 
for failure to obey the lew. 
There is a. strong movement to 
pressure congress into putting a 
Similar law upon the federal 
statute books. 

It is not difficult to pass such a 
law. The principle behind it is 
above all question of reproach. 
There should -be no such thing as 
color, race or religious prejudice 
and hatred. 

For political reasons few legis- 
lators, save in the solid south, 
would dare to vote against such 
a law. Few employers would re- 
sist it simply beeause as a rule 
they do not allow prejudice or 
hatred to interfere with efficiency 
and profits. 

Indeed, on the contrary, many 
employers have taken advantage 
of wage differentials to employ 
egroes rather than whites. It is 
a curious fact that the resistance 
in legislative hearings to the New 
York state law has come less from 
the employers than from certain 
labor unions. It is probable that 
in the future resistance will come 
less from employers than from em- 
Ploves. 

The writer knows of at least 
one case where one racial group 
protected by the new law quit 
work when women of another 
racial group, equally protected by 
the law, were brought into the 
shop. Here was a striking exam. 
ple of prejudice between racial 


and religious groups both consid- | 


ered to be in need of protection. 

The real question involved is 
whether such a law will be effec- 
tive, whether it can be enforced 
and whether its effect is good or 
evil. I doubt its effectiveness 
simply because there are a thou- 
sand dodges by which employers, 
if they choose, can evade it. | 
need not go into them here; any 
thinking reader can figure them 
out for himself. 

If there is a dispute, the case, 
under the New York law, must 
go before a commission. (One 
more commission; one more bu- 
reaucratic burden. Prosecution 
will be a long, involved and ex- 
pensive process and whatever the 
result, it will not suppress but 
only aggravate the prejudice and 
hatred of the employer prosecuted, 
as well as countless friends and 
outsiders interested in the case. 

I doubt the possibility of en- 
forcement in nine out of ten cases 
because, as I pointed out above, 
it is too easy to evade the prin- 
ciple of the law. I think it likely 
that the effect will increase prej- 
udice and hatred rather. than 
diminish it. How, for example, 
can an employer engage workers 
of a race which the union in- 
volved refuses to accept? The law, 
like another impossible law—the 
Mann act—opens wide the door to 
blackmail and racketeering. 

The most earnest supporters of 
the New York law have been pol- 
iticilans from districts largely peo- 
pled by the elements who will 


supposedly benefit by the law, by: 


the “do-gooders” who “emote” but 
do not think, and by the extreme 
radicals who seek to create rather 
than cure confusion and chaos and 
to regulate every breath the citi- 
zen draws. 

Save for the purely political 
element nearly all of the support- 
ers of such legislation belong to 
the category of people who, like 
the professional ~prohibitionists, 
think, “There ought to be a law.” 
I have trouble in my own home 
with a wife whose favorite word 
in all political and economic dis- 
cussions is “should.” Republicans 
“should” do this or that, and the 
Russians and the British. The 
labor unions, the employes, the 
farmer “should” do this or that. 
The truth is that the word 
“should” is a weak and meaning- 
less word when one 
with the realities of politics, or 
economics or prejudice or igno- 
rance or, indeed of the human 
race. 

The answer to this disturbing 
problem lies not in legislation 
where it becomes dangerous, espe- 
Clally in a country already over- 
burdened with meaningless and 
conflicting laws, but in education 
and in vigorous public opposition 
to those elements which incite and 
promote racial and_ religious 
hatreds. And this includes not 
only such organizations as the Ku 
Klux Klan but such racial and re- 
ligious minorities which, in’ mak- 
ing their own case through press 
and radio, incite their own ele- 
ments to prejudice, to hatred, and 
even to violence, 

The racial disorders in Detroit 
and the unrest in many of our 
industrial cities arises from an ig- 
norance and a _ prejudice which 
cannot be legislated out of exist- 
ence. It arises from placing side 
by side members of two under- 
privileged minorities with strong 
prejudices against each other. 

The whole movement to “legis- 
late” prejudice and hatred out of 
existence is on the level of much 
of the superficial thinking which 
has confused, complicated and ob- 
scured so many of the tragic and 
fundamental problems of our 
times. 

The answer to these things lies 
much deeper. You cannot make 
the Negro and the poor white love 
or even understand each other by 
passing a law. I am aware that 
in searching for the realities and 
common sense, one risks attack 
from various interested quarters. 
None the less, I think we should 
grow up and think wisely rather 
than superficially and emotional- 
ly. Man cannot and does not live 
by law alone.

There Are a Lot of Laughs in Business of War 


OKINAWA (By Navy Radio)— 
After a couple of days with the 
headquarters of the Marine regi- 
ment I moved to a company and 
lived and marched with them for 
several days. The company is a 
part of the first Marine division. 

At first I introduced myself to 
the company commander and he 


took me on a half hour’s walk- 
ing trip around the company area 
before turning me loose with the 
men. : 

They had tugned in for the night 
and put out perimeter defenses so 
no infiltrating Japs .could get 
through and any big attack could 
be dealt with. 

The company was on a hill 
about 3,000 yards long and about 
a hundred yards wide. The men 
were dug in down the sides of the 
hill. There was a mortar platoon 
at the foot of the hill, all set up 
to throw mortars any direction. 

Our part of the island had not 
then been declared “secured,” and 
we had even received warning of 
possible attacks from sea _ that 
night. So nobody was taking any 
chances, 

“This is the most perfect de- 
fensive position we've ever had 
in our lives,” the company com- 
mander said. “One company could 
hold off a whole battalion for 
days. If the Japs had defended 
these hills they could have kept 
us fighting for a week.” 


The company commander was 
a young man with a soft south-

He is Capt. Julian Dusenbury 
from Claussen, S. C. He is easy 
going with his men, and you could 
tell they liked him. It happened 
that his birthday was on April 
l—the Easter Sunday we landed 
on Okinawa.

Tom Linder 
A Political Puzzle 


Tom Linder is, perhaps, the best known state 


house officer on a national scale that Georgia 
has ever had—aside, of course, from her present 


and immediate past governors. 


The commissioner of agriculture 


is in Washington this week arguing in the interest of the farmer. 
He is telling the Senate Agricultural Committee that the farmer 


must get more, and the middle man less, for produce. 


He is point- 


ing out that Georgia’s food crops will drop 22 per cent this year, 
and that a food crisis is threatened unless the farmer can make a 


living producing foodstuffs. 


Linder would not increase the price 


the consumer pays for the product; he would trim what he terms 
the excess profits of the middle man. 


It is significant that Georgia’s commissioner of agriculture was 
called upon to testify before the United States Senate Agricultural 


Committee. 


It is significant that they wanted his views on how 


to solve the food problem. Linder plays an important role in na- 


tional farm organizations. He is legislative chairman of the 


Na- 


tional Association of State Commissioners of Agriculture and, as 
such, he presented this group’s wishes to both the Democratic and 


Republican national conventions. 


He has spoken at state conven- 


tions of farm bureaus in the midwest several times. Recently he 
debated the possibility of a postwar American-British trade contest 


on the nationally-broadcast “Town Hall of the Air.”

Linder is well 


Mr. Linder’s politics, nationally and locally; 
his political strength, and his future politi- 


cal ambitions are mysteries. Linder is listed as a Democrat, but his 
enemies flatly call him a Republican—he is a rabid anti-New Dealer, 


and he has accepted Republican support. 


Linder started in state 


politics as executive secretary to former Gov. Talmadge, but he 
supported Arnall in the last campaign when Arnall unseated Tal- 
madge—today his views rarely coincide with Arnall’s, but the two 


get along together. 


Some say Linder has no political strength to- 


day—that, built by the Talmadge machine, he lost this following 
when he supported Arnall; and that while the reform administra- 


tion accepts him, Arnall’s supporters don’t trust Linder. 


Others 


say Linder is a political powerhouse today, with his own supporters 


from both sides of the fenc .. 


A major criticism of Linder is the 


charge that he makes a personal political organ of the Market 
Bulletin, and uses its pages to harangue the national administration 


instead of dispensing farm information. 


He has served as com. 


missioner of agriculture probably longer than anyone else in Georgia 
history. He served under the Talmadge administration, went out 
when Rivers came into office, returned with Talmadge in 1941 and 
then continued with Arnall. The first four-year.termer in his office, 
Linder was given two extra years when the legislature made the 
commissioner’s post coincide with the Governor’s term. He is now 
serving those two years which were a present of the legislature. 


What is Linder’s political future? 


Perhaps this column should 


stop on that question mark. Tom wanted to run for the United 
States senate against, Dick Russell a few years ago, but the State 
Democratic committee had a rule at that time that would force 
him to quit his agricultural post to make the race, so he didn’t 


take the chance. 


When folks first started speculation over who 


would run for governor in 1946, Linder was high on the list. He 
isn’t mentioned much today. Since all of this talking and writing 
is concerned more with national and international affairs, indica- 
tions are he is more interested in a senate post than the Governor’s 
job. Will he run for governor, for senator, or for commissioner 
of agriculture? Those are questions for the future, says Linder, 
who adds: “I am just interested in doing my job as commissioner 


of agriculture today.”

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MY DAY.... By Eleanor Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—When you have 
lived for a long time in close contact with the 
loss and grief which today pervades the world, 
any personal sorrow seems to be lost in the 
general sadness of humanity. For a long time, 
all hearts have been heavy for every service- 
man sacrificed in the war. There is only one 
way in which those of us who live can repay 
the dead who have given their utmost for the 
cause of liberty and justice. They died in the 
hope that, through their sacrifice, an endurin 
peace would be built and a more just worl 
would emerge for humanity. 


While my husband was in Albany and for 
some years after coming to Washington, his chief interest was in 
seeing that the average human being was given a fairer chance tor 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” That was what made 
him always interested in the problems of minority groups and of 
any group which was at a disadvantage. 


As the war clouds gathered and the inevitable involvement of 
this country became more evident, his objective was always to deal 
with the problems of the war, political and military, so that even- 
tually an organization might be built to prevent future wars. 


Any man in public life is bound, in the course of years, to create 
certain enemies. But when he is gone, his main objectives stand 
out clearly and one may hope that a spirit of unity may arouse 
the people and their leaders to a complete understanding of his 
objectives and a determination to achieve those objectives them- 
selves. 


Abraham Lincoln was taken from us before he had achieved 
unity within the nation, and his people failed him. This divided 
us as a nation for many years, In that instance, the peoples of the 
world failed to carry out his vision. 


Perhaps, in his wisdom, the Almighty is trying to show us that 
a leader may chart the way, may point out the road to lasting peace, 
but that many leaders and many peoples must do the building. It 
cannot be the work of one man, nor can the responsibility be laid 
upon his shoulders, and so, when the time comes for peoples to 
assume the burden more fully, he is given rest. 


God grant that we may have the wisdom and courage to build 
a peaceful world with justice and opportunity. for all peoples the 
world over. 


And now I want to say one personal word of gratitude to the 
many people who have sent messages of affection and condolence 
during these last days. My children and I are deeply grateful. I 
want to say, too, that the people who waited in the stations and 
along the railroad to pay their last respects have my deep appre- 
ciation. 


“And now there abidest these three—faith, hope, charity; but 
the greatest of these is charity.”

Constitution Files Reveal 


Wedding Coverage of 1895 


Yesterday those prominent and beloved Atlantans, Mr. and Mrs. 
James L. Dickey, observed their 50th wedding anniversary. There 
was however, no celebration. They spent the day quietly at their 
Pace’s Ferry road home, receiving felicitations and good wishes 
from a host of friends. Katherine (Mrs. Lawrence) Snell, their only 
daughter, who resides in Washington, D. C., was unable, doubtless 
because of the difficulty of travel, to be with her parents. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dickey were married at a Gretna Green cere- 
mony taking place in Georgetown, D. C.. April 17, 1895. At the 
time, Mrs. Dickey, the former Miss Katherine Cox McWhorter, was 
visiting her close friend, Mrs. Gussie Hill Thompson, in Baltimore. 
The wedding took place in the chapel of the Holy Trinity church. 

From the files of The Constitution under date of April 19, 1895, 
Sally reprints the society editor’s account of the marriage, as 
follows: 

“A rumor that Miss Katie Cox and James L. Dickey, of At- 
lanta, were married Wednesday in Baltimore, Md., by Cardinal 
Gibbons was generally afloat in Atlanta yesterday, 

“Miss Cox is one of the prettiest of all Atlanta’s society women 
and though quite young is an acknowledged leader in her set. She 
is rather tall and is a decided blond. Her name is Katherine Cox 
McWhorter, but she has always been called Miss Cox as she has 
lived for many years with her grandmother, Mrs. Cox.
